, Tons Of Nitroge 


Has More Than Doubled Output Since 


the War 

“Germany today is in a far better 
position to-wage another war than is 
Great Britain; Wngland is dismant!ing 
her ammunition plants, .while Ger 
many is increasing her production of 
ammunition.” This. statement has 
been made before the British Associa 
tion by Dr. J. A Marker, formerly 
director of research in. the Ministry of 
Munitions. 

Dr. Marker declared he was not an 
alarmist, but simply recited facts as 
he saw them. In 19138 Germany pro 
duced 90,000 tons of nitrogen chiefly 
for agricultural purposes, he — said, 


while the smaller Germany of today 
has produced more than twice this 
amount. rs 

“At the end of this year Germany 
will have at her disposal,”’ Dr. Marker 
went on, “an internal capacity for pro 
ducing 200,000 tons of nitrogen a year. 
This will make her entirely independ- 
ent of all nitrate importation, and in 
case of another war she will have all 
the basic materials for a gigantic out- 
put of munitions and enough fertilizer 
to grow a large share of her food. 

“It may be justifiable,” he conclu 
ed, “for the allies to allow our late en- 
emies to put themselves in so strong a 
position so soon after the war, but it 
may also be that those whose func- 
tion it is to see that some, at any rate, 
of the provisions of the treaty are car- 
ried into effect, are not aware of what 
is happening.”

AstieStos Occupies Position of Import. 


ance In Industrial World 


One of the most remarkable pro- 
ducts of inorganic nature is that 
hard, heavy rock which yields a fibre 
as soft as silk. The Greeks named it 
asbestos, or the inextinguishable, be- 
cause from it they made the wicks for 
their temple lamps. 

It seems incredible that a rock can 
be beaten into fibre and the fibre spyup 
into yarn and the yarn woven into 
fabric, and that pulp made from the 
rock can be converted into paper, but 
all those things can. be done with as- 
bestos. 

The best quality of asbestos rock 
is a chemical combination of magne- 
sium silicon oxide with either hydro- 
gen, calclum or fron. The fibres 
formed by that combination have with- 
stood the attack of the elements since 
the world’ began, and it is that quality 
of endurance together with the prop- 
erty of being a non-conductor of both 
heat and electricity which makes as- 
| bestos so useful. 

Until comparatively recent years 
| the rock was hardly more than an in- 

teresting specimen for the mineralogt- 
eal collection, It was only when in- 
ventive genius, searching for heat-in- 
Sulating matérial, began to take a 
position of importance in the indus- 
trial world. Now it is used for so 
many purposes that modern manufac- 
turing would be. severely crippled 
without it. 
) The builder needs asbestos shingles, 
felt millboard, flooring and paper; the 
automobile manufacturer uses asbes- 
.tos tape, brake Hning and packing; 
the steam fitter and the mason _ re- 
quires asbestos for insulating‘ pipes 
and boilers and to mix with cement, 
fireproof compounds and packing that 
“have to withstand both heat and acids. 
Because of its non-conductivity it is 
used as a shield for both high and low 
temperatures such an an insulator ip 
electrical work, 

The rock that furnishes the greater 
part of the commercial asbestos 
®omes from Quebec, The best fibre, 
| that used for spinning and weaving, is 

separated from the matrix with hand 
hammers, The poorer rock is brok- 
en up by machines, and the short 
fibres obtained through that process 
are used to make felt, paper and mill- 
board. Asbestos fibre Ys not so 
strong as cotton or flax, but manufac. 
turers have succeeded in producing 
thread strong enough to meet the 
various requirements, Having been 
twisted into thread, the fibre is woy- 
en much as cloth is woyen.—From the 
Youth's Companion,

The financial statement covering the 
United Farmers’ Co-opera‘ive com- 
pany’s operations for the past year, 
which has just been distributed, is ac- 
com anied by a covering letter from 
. the secretary-treasurer, J. p, Morris- 
on, who comments upon the lack of 
loyalty by. some United Farmer clubs 
to their own business organization. 

In reviewing the situation Mr. Mor- 
rison says: — ; * 

“Co-operative effort is not popular 
in the business world, especially ‘if 
vested intreests are endangered, 
Moreover, we haye had *o «pntend 
against tiie lack of intelligent “and 
loyal sup ort of a certain percentage 
of Our own shareholders, who, for 
varied rcusons, fancied or teal, have 
not given the company “he support it 
naturally should erpect.. 

“The great trouble with the co- 
operative is ‘hat many farmers are 
individualists and not ¢o-operators, 
and they have yet to learn that co- 
opera‘ion is not ‘What are you going 
to do for us?’ but ‘What are we going 
to do. for ourselves by co-operating?’ 
Remember, that much of the diffi- 
culty under which ‘he company. is 
laboring is caused by the inherent in- 
dividualism of farmers themselves.”

| War was fought upon this issue and 
Disraeli brought Britain to the verge 
of war over it before the Berlin con- 
ference, 

The other justifications were the 
keeping open of the Straits-and the 
protection of the Caliphate as a sacred 
Mohommedan institution possessed of 
vast. religious influence over a large 
portion of the British Empire. It was 
Gladstone who maintained * that this 
policy of supporting a government so 
cruel, decadent and corrupt as that 
of Turkey was carried out at too great

| 2 moral expense for any material ad- 


vantages it might offer. He preached 
something like a‘holy war against the 
Turk, and the echoes of his eloquence 
are not done reverberating yet. 
However much conditions thay have 
been changed since the Russian revo- 
lution and the Great War, it remains 
essential to thé British Empire to 
keep the Straits open and to protect 
the Caliphate.—Winnipeg Tribune.
